We have a further four cases who are expecting to return from RUISIA 
in the course of this year and we shall keep you informed as soon as any 
developments take place. 


One case is being covered by your own people and you issus reparts 
on him intermittently, This is working smoothly. (DISS, Dr, Grich). 


Three cases represent actual returns, The enclosed report covers 
— one of them The second one will not have reached the report stage for 
somstime and the third is a very doubtful character and we are proceeding 
.to “sort her out”. 


This self same operation has alse thrown up the names of tw [si 
who will be returning through returning 1.0.4. channels and we hope to 
pick them up at FRIZDLAND Camp, fe assume that these two gentlemen will 
prove to be of scientific ani technical interest, as they used the address 
of Fostfach 1037, NCGSCOW, as their postal address, 


We have a further four names giving the same postal address (1037), 
but we cannot identify these completely, that is to say, we are not sure 
Kneeye+ ~ whether they are fs! or scientists. We are therefore waiting to get further 
eearey intereepts on their correspondence before taking any further action. 


In a final category, the Commmication Interespts have thrown up two 
names of whon we have absolutely no trace se far ani can do very little about.

& The results, although not quantitively spectacular, certainly prove 
qualitively that this Operation has been laid down along the correct 
lines and should in the near future give us very good material iniced in 
our particular field of work, It mist be borme in mind that the German 
scientists now working in UiS.35.R. holding short contracts will only be 
returning in the course of this year and we shall therefore not be able 
to expect too many high-ranking returnees who, obviously, have got contracts 
for longer periods, say up to four years. I myself, however, am well 
satisfied with the first result and I am sure that you will concur with 
me on this point,
